VARIOUS TEMPERANCE BILLS WERE 
ARGUED 


Wayne B. Wheeler, State President of the Anti- 


Saloon League and Rev. J. S. Rutledge of 


Cleveland Principal Speakers- 


Second Mass Meeting 


Tonight. 


There was a large crowd in attend- 


ance at the mass meeting held in the 
Newark High school auditorium Sun- 
day afternoon, called by the leaders of 
the "dry" forces in the city, to protest 
against the passage of the Dean-Pul- 
ton city unit bill, to come up in the 
house next Wednesday. 


Before 3 o'clock the auditorium was 


crowded, there being a large attend- 
ance of women, while the male con- 
tingent may fairly be said 
to have 


been eoually divided in sentiment as to 
the merits of the bill, though from a 
glance at the personel it would seem 
there were more men in attendance 
who favored the bill than opposed it. 


While this was true the decorum of 


the entire audience was perfect and 
not an untoward act or speech marred 
the meeting. 


Rev. Dr. J. S. Rutledge of Cleveland 


was the principal speaker, following 
Wayne B. Wheeler, and his address 
was principally devoted to the relating 
of some pathetic anecdotes of the sor- 
row and suffering caused by druken- 
ness. the reading of statistics 
from 


letters written him from '"dry" towns, 
and an impassioned diatribe against 
Hon. 
W. D. Fulton and the bill bear- 


ing his name, hyphenated with that 
Qf Senator Thomas A. Dean. 


Rev. 
J. A. Bennett before opening 


the meeting announced that an over- 
flow meeting would be held in the 
Fifth Street Baptist church and the 
speakers were to be sent there in the 
order in which they spoke in the High 
school auditorium. 


Rev. Bennett said this 
discussion 


was one of principles and not of men, 
not as to whetner preachers were hyp- 
ocrites or not, if they were they would 
find their way to hell just as quick as 
the saloon keepers, and he hoped the 
speakers on the 
platform 
especially 


would arise above the use of person- 
alities in this meeting, 
undoubtedly 


having in mind the discourteous treat- 
ment accorded Mayor Ankele at a sim-

Wayne B. Wheeler was the first

There can be no better illustration 


of tbe sharp line of distinction between 
tbe earthly aud tbe heavenly classes 
uud their calling than is shown by our 
test, said Pastor irnssell. Tbe great 
Teacher treely attested to tbe loyalty 
uud courage and saintliness of His 
rousin John, as evidenced by tbe words 
of our test. But if so great and hon- 
orable a Prophet, why could not Jonn 
be a member of tbe Bride class? Why 
could be not be numbered with tbe 
disciples of Jesus and be an Apostle, 
or at least a footstep follower'? The 
answer ts^that he was not called to 
tbe heavenly plane, but to tbe earthly. 
He was honored of God in being made 
one of the Prophets ot tbe Jewish Age

•we have reason to believe that, under 
Divine providence when perfected in 
tbe resurrection, he will appreciate the 
earthly blessings and privileges which 
will be bis. more than tbe spiritual and 
heavenly privileges bestowed upon the 
Apostle? and the less prominent mem- 
bers of -e Cbnrch.

4i 
Happy j. ^ those who repose implicit 
confidence is Divine goodness and who 
seek to obtain whatever may be God's 
choice for them. 
If we have been 


called with the heavenly calling, let ns 
not shrink back and declare ourselves 
unworthy and decline to accept tbe fa- 
vors of God and to choose an inferior 
position. 
Let us. rather, be Rlad to 


say. Thy will be done in my heart, in 
my life, in all my future. "Order Thou 
my steps in Thy Word." 


A Friend of the Bridegroom. 


Jesus bad a two-fold mission:— 
(1) He came "that tbe world through 


Him might be saved"—that He might 
give Himself "a ransom for ail. to be 
testified in due time" a Timotby U. 61. 


(2l Incidentally His mission was to 


proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord—the time in which God is willing 
to accept the sacrifices of such as desire 
to walk in tbe Redeemer's footsteps, 
and to constitute these tbe Bride and 
Joint-heir of Messiah. 


John tbe Baptist referred to the lat- 


ter feature of our Lord's work, saying, 
He that hath the Bride is the Bride- 
groom, but tbe friend of the Bride- 
groom heareth His voice and rejoiceth 
greatly. This, my joy. therefore, is 
fulfilled (John Hi, 29i. It was not for 
him to be a member of tbe Bride, but 
be rejoiced to be a friend of the Bride- 
groom. As onr Ix>rd"s forerunner be 
announced lhe Bridegroom; he called 
upon ibc nation of Israel to turn from 
sin. to purify their beans, to come 
back into tinrmony with God and thus 
to be prepared to receive the Bride- 
groom 'and to become tbe Bride. So 
far a« the nation was concerned John's 
mission was a failure, as God had fore- 
known and foretold 
But so far as 


tbe Bride <-!u-=s was concerned John's 
mission was a success, for. as the 
Scriptures iDtiui.-ite, those who believ- 
ed Joiiu's testimony accepted Jesus 
and He accepted them. 


Greatest In the Kingdom. 


\Ve must remember that the Cbarch 


is tbe Kingdom of God—now in a 
formative or ertbryotic state, but in 
the end, by "the resurrection." to be 
spirit beings and partakers with Je- 
sus, their Bridegroom, in His» wonder- 
ful 
glory, honor, immortality 
and 


Kincdom work. This Kingdom class 
is not reigning now. but merely form- 
ing. It is joined "on probation.*" after 
tbe Methodist style. If the probation- 
ary period of the present life be faith- 
fully used, tbe full induction into tbe 
Kinpdom. its glories, honors and im- 
mortality, will surely follow—by par- 
ticipation in tbe First Resurrection. 


Amongst the faithful followers of 


fbe Master there will be differences, 
ns St Paul explains, "as one star 
differetb from another star in glory'" 
(1 Corinthians xv. 41). 
We cannot 


know, and it Is not necessary for 
us to guess, who shall occupy the 
chief pUf" " in tbe Kingdom. These 
shall bl| *en to those whom the Fa- 
ther prefers, as the Redeemer explain- 
ed to the woman who asked that her 
two sons might sit, one on His right 
hand nnd the other on His left hand 
Jn the Kinedoro tMntthaw xx. 21t.

Those <-aiiea of <;od to this high sal- 


vation, as members of ibe spiritual 
<iugdom wbicb sball bless natural Is- 
rael aud through her all tbe nations, 
are required to demonstrate their loy- 
alty to God by faitk1*t*e** eve* unto 
death—in tbe narrow way of self-sac- 
rifice. As there is no other Name than 
tbat of Jesus whereby any may be 
saved to eternal life. so. likewise, there 
is no other patb whereby any may 
reach tbe Kingdom except tbe nar- 
row way. "and few there be that find 
it" 
All who attain to the Kingdom 


must be overt-outers of tbe world to 
the extent of self-sacrifice. The grada- 
tions of glory will be because of spe- 
cial manifestations of zeal for the 
Lord and His cause of righteousness 
aud Truth against sin and error. 


A Lesser Spiritual Salvation. 


Tb* Scriptures clearly show another 


class in process of salvation during 
this Gospel Age. quite separate and 
distinct from tbe Bride class. These 
are referred to in various parts of tbe 
Scriptures. They will all be loyal, to 
tbe extent that tbey would not deny 
the Lord nor wilfully practise sin 
Their failure to reach tbe status of tbe 
Bride is indicated in an insufficiency 
of zeal in connection with their loyal 
ty. This class is described in fteveia 
tion vii. 14. They are represented as 
having failed to teep tbeir garments 
unspotted from the world—failed to 
live circumspectly, carefully enough. 


Hence in a great time of trouble in 


the end of this Age these are represent- 
ed as washing tbeir robes and making 
them white in the blood of tbe Lamb 
and then coming up through tbat trib- 
ulation to glory and honor, but not 
to immortality, nor to tbe same degree 
of glory and honor as the Churcb. the 
Bride. The distinction in tbeir glory 
Is indicated in tbat instead of being in 
the Throne tbey are before it: instead 
of being tbe Bride, tbey will serve; in- 
stead of wearing the crown, they will 
bear palm branches: instead of being 


j tht> Temple, they will be servants in 
! tfce Teniple. 


This same class is referred to by tbe 


Apostle in his declaration respecting 
tbe end of this Age. He intimates that 
some will have an abundant entrance 
(II Peter i, 11» into the Kingdom, while 
others will be -'saved so as by fire" 
(1 Corinthians iii. 15). The fire of this 
Day will test every man's work of 
what sort it is. Some will be proved 
to be gold, silver, precious stones. 
These the "fire" will not consume. 
Others will be proved to be an admix 
ture of hay and stubble, which will be 
consumed, though themselves will be 
saved from the fire (1 Corinthians iii. 
12. 13». 


Tbe tribe of Levi pictured tbe entire 


"Church of the First-born," but it con- 
tained two classes—the "little flock" of 
priests and tbe "great company" of Le- 
Tites—the Bride class and the servant 
class, none of whom have any inher- 
itance in the earth, all of whom have 
tbe heavenly inheritance. 


As Isaac typified our Lord, the Re- 


deemer, and as Rebecca typified the 
Bride class, so Rebecca's maiden* typi- 
fied this "great company" class. This 
same thought is brought to onr atten 
tion in Psalm xlv. where tbe Bride 
class is pictured as being presented 
to Jehovah in tbe end of this Age in 
glory, honor and immortality, illustrat- 
ed by raiment of fine needlework and 
gold. 
Following tbe Bride come "the 


virgins, her companions, who follow 
her." These also will be greatly hon- 
ored, greatly blessed, though theirs wiil 
be a less honor. This "great company 
will not constitute tbe Kingdom, al- 
though the." will be identified witb it 
and its wonderful salvation and bless 
ing for mankind. 
Keeping or Breaking Commandment*. 


The Great Teacher's declaration that 


they who break .God's commandments 
and teach others so to do shall t»e 
called "least in the Kinpdom"* bas caus- 
ed considerable perplexity in tbe past 
Tbe question bas been. How could any- 
one-be fit at all for tbe Kingdom who 
breaks 
God's 
commandments 
anc 


teaches others so to doV Tbe answer 
is that many of God's people have la 
bored under more or less of blindness 
and have done things which they 
ought not to have done and left un- 
done tbe tbingrs which they onsht to 
have done. 
As an illustration. John 


Calvin, noble man as be was. burned 
his Christian brother. Servetus. Such 
violation of the Divine commands and 
such wrong teaching mast, according 
to our human judgment, assijrn Brother 
Calvin to a lesser place in the King 
dona than if he had more carefully, 
more earnestly sought the will anc 
Spirit of God. However, it is not for 
us to judee. We are merely seeking 
to ascertain the spirit of our Lord's 
words 


Begotten of the Holy Spirit and priv 


ileged of the Lord to he disciples and 
to be guided of the Holy Spirit, we 
should he so faithful in the study of 
the Scriptures as not to he mistaken 
in respect to the peneral application of 
tiieir meaning. 
Wrong practice and 


false teaching* do not always rtpra-

tbat be did not call them to "salvation, 
for no salvation could be positively 
offered until the Redeemer bad sacri- 
ficed; nor were tbey called to tbe King- 
dom, for the same reason. 
God did 


tell them that in due time He would 
bless all tbe world. He did tell tbt-in 
that in due lime tbe great Ruler of 
tbe world would come forth from 
Abraham's posterity in the line of 
Isaac and Jacob and the nation of Is- 
rael. 
But telling them of a o 


blessing and giving tbem eternal life 
are different matters. 
St. Paul de- 


clares tbat none of tbem got e\crlast- 
ing life, and tbat "by tbe dct-ds of tbe 
Law no flesh can be justified before 
God." 


Israel's Law Covenant served to 


instruct tbe Chosen People. 
It was 


a call to do right, and a promise of 
eternal life if they would keep tbe 
Law. 
"Be tbat doeth these things 


shall live." Israel learned tbe lesson 
that a perfect Law could not be kepi by 
imperfect beings. Some of tbem and 
some of the Gentiles in due time heard 
of Jesus and how God bus provided 
justification through Bis sacrificial 
death. 
God Provide* Some Better Thing For 


the Church Than For Ancient 


Worthies. 


St Paul tells us the status of those 


noble characters. • of whom John tbe 
Baptist was tbe last. They were vol- 
unteer servants of God. so to speak. 
Those of tbem who were born under 
tbe Law Covenant, by tbeir faith lived 
above it and will be tully rewarded, 
although tbey lived before any specific 
call or offer of eternal life was made. 
Tbeir faith and obedience were pleas- 
ing to God; as St. Paul relates. "All 
these died in faith, not having receiv- 
ed tbe things promised Uhemj. God 
having provided some better thing for 
us (the Gospel Church), that they with- 
out us should not be made perfect*' 
(Hebrews xi. 13. 40). 


"The Church of the First-born" is to 


be perfected first, and ftn the spirit 
plane, "partakers of the divine na- 
ture" (II Peter i. 41. In due time those 
Ancient 
Worthies will come 
forth 


from the tomb to receive tbe blessing 
which God declares sball be the re- 
ward of their loyalty. As the Church 
will have tbe "better resurrection" on 
the spirit plane, so tbose Ancient 
Worthies will have the "better resur- 
rection" on the earthly plane. Tbey 
will come forth from tbe tomb actual- 
ly perfect, while the remainder of 
mankind will be obliged to attain per- 
fection by the slow process of faith, 
works, obedience, during the thousand 
years of the Kingdom. 
Ancient Worthies Will Be Princes In 


All the Earth. 


Moreover, those Ancient Worthies, 


while not members of the Kingdom. 
per te. which will be spiritual, will be 
members of that Kingdom in its earth- 
ly pftose. They will be the Kingdom's 
earthly 
representatives, 
princes 
or 


rulers, in all the earth, as tbe Scrip- 
tures declare (Psalm sir, 16). We re- 
member the words of Jesus to this ef- 
fect: 
"Ye shall see Abraham. Isaac 


and Jacob and all the Prophets in the 
Kingdom," but He said not a word 
about Himself or His disciples being 
seen: properly so. because they, as spir- 
it beings, will be invisible to men. 


The Scriptures still further intimate 


that during the thousand years or 
Messiah's reisn. all the faithful of 
mankind, all the obedient, will be priv- 
ileged to come into relationship with 
the King. This is figuratively repre- 
sented in the statement that tbe great 
ones of earth "will hrina: their glory 
and honor into the New Jenisnlem." 


With such glorious hopes before us. 


witb such appreciation of our Heaven- 
ly Father's glorious character and 
wonderful Plan, with surh a grand 
view of our Savior's work, with such
